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STATE’S FIRST REAPER. 


Descendant of Bchwenfelders Was 
Inv entor of the Machine. 


Will Paul Takes Patrlarchial Dagraob 


The old Yeakel iarm near here was 
the first in Pennsy lvania and one of 
the first in the world 
on 
which a 
reaping machine was used, and Ben­ 
jamin Yeakel, who liv^d in the early 
part of the last century , was one of 
the early inventors of reaping ma­ 
chines, say s a Hereford, Pa., dispatch. 
The q uestion as to who was the first 
invenior of the reaper is one of dis­ 
pute. 
Due credit has b een given to! 
such early geniuses as Ob ed Hussey , ^ 
of Baltimore; Cy rus H. McCormick,* 
Ogle, Bell, Pitt, Randall, Schneb ly , 
Hascall, Reed and 
Woodward and 
others,« b ut little has b een written in 
history ab out Yeakel, who was the 
first that manufactured 
reapers 
in 
Pennsy lvania. 
Yeakel was a direct 
descendant of the Schwenfelders who 
settled the Perklomen valley , and re­ 
sided on the 
farm 
which is now 
owned b y Joseph Yeakel, his grand­ 
son. 
Benjamin Yeakel was a mill­ 
wright and a man 
of 
mechanical 
tastes. 
The earliest claims for the invention 
of the reaper are those of Ogle, who 
b uilt a machine in 1822. He was fol­ 
lowed b y Bell in 1828, and b y Hussey 
and McCarmick in 1833. 
Both the 
latter had machines In the field cut-» 
ting grain that y ear and had applied- 
for patents b efore the harvest of the 
following y ear. 
Yeakel constructed 
his 
machine 
ab out ten y ears later, and It was a

Hussey reaper. 
* It is b elieved that Yeakel construct­ 
ed the first machine b efore 1845 for 
his own use, as he had a farm of sev­ 
eral hundred acres. 
The neighb ors 
b ecame interested in the clever way it 
cut the grain, and Yeakel was re­ 
q uested b y his neighb oring farmers 
to construct machines for them. Be­ 
tween 1845 and 1850 a numb er of ma­ 
chines were turned out to the satis­ 
faction of the neighb oring farmers, 
who were the ptn chasers. 
This en­ 
couraged the manufacturer and he se­ 
cured a patent. 
Benjamin Yeakel up to this time 
worked at the construction of the 
machines practically alone, with the 
exception of occasional help ob tained 
through his father Jeremiah Yeakel, 
who eventually b ecame a partner. 
After the partnership was formed 
ten additional men were secured to 
construct the woodwork for the ma­ 
chines, one to do b lacksmith work, 
and two others to assemb le the ma­ 
chines. The first y ear 130 machines 
were turned out of the 
shop, and 
evejty one of them was sold for over 
$100. The house in which the reapers 
were tuilt is still standing. 
It is 
over 200 y ears olJ. 
The Yeakel reaper was clumsy as 
compared to the present-day macffiine. 
The frame was made of wood, three 
b y six inches thick, and the platform 
was constructed of heavy inch hoards, 
usually of oak. The other woodwork 
was in proportion. 
Two heavy coll 
springs, one at each side, were placed 
under the operator’s seat. The driver 
was rather ob liged to walk or could 
ride on the near or saddle horse, as 
four horses were generally used to 
draw the cumb ersome reaper around 
the field. 
A third man accompanied 
the machine to drop the grain, when 
enough was gathered for a sheaf. 
The industry prospered for nearly a 
score of y ears, b ut the machine was 
last used in 1880, and today no model 
is in existence. The last owner was 
Henry T. Schell, of 
Coming, near 
relative of the Yeakel people, who 
destroy ed his reaper ab out ten y ears 
ago.

Eight men are gu arding John D. 
Rockefeller, Jr., 
his 
wife and two 
children, in Pitch Pine Lodge, the 
magnificent su mmer home, near here, 
of Otis H. Lu ke, the Boston b anker, 
writes a Beverley Farms, Mass., cor­ 
respondent. 
The 
Rockefellers have 
b een in the lodge for more than a 
week, yet so qu ietly did they come 
that their presence was not known 
u ntil Wednesday. 
It is u nderstood that the gu ards are 
employed particu larly to insu re the 
safety of John D. Rockefeller 3d, who 
has Ju st cu t his first tooth. Bu t there 
is little chance of any 
kidnappers 
getting near the infant, for the force 
is divided—three men for the interior 
of the lodge and five for the grou nda 
su rrou nding it 
For a you ng man who teaches Su n­ 
day school, Rockefeller 
displayed 
mu ch animu s Wednesday afternoon 
when a reporter approached him seek­ 
ing an interview. 
Rockefeller was 
near the common highway. 
For a 
moment it seemed as if the millionaire 
w'ou ld choke with indignation. 
Fin­ 
ally he got some check on his feelings, 
and he exclaimed: 
"This is the height of Impertinence, 
sir! 
Get off my property at once." 
With a wave of his hand Rockefel­ 
ler b rou ght three of his gu ards from 
b ehind trees, b u t it was not u ntil an 
hou r later when a reckless photogra­ 
pher approached the lodge that they 
had a chance of showing Rockefeller 
their prowess. 
The photograpner 
had w'andered 
close to the hou se in the most gu ile­ 
less fashion, when he was espied b y 
the man of millions. Rockefeller gave 
a signal, and again three 
tru sties 
started ou t. 
At 
their threatening 
criee the photographer b ecame aware 
of his danger and fled. There was a 
hot pu rsu it, b u t the qu arry was cap­ 
tu red at a ru stic ^tile. 
The photog­ 
rapher was dragged dovrn, sou ndly 
thu mped and then was held b y the 
two men, while a third Ju mped on the 
camera, Rockefeller looked on from 
a distance and appeared to smile.

Pitch Pine 
lodge at present, and the strong-arm 
hirelings are helpless b efore it. Mos­ 
qu itoes swarm ove>* the place and the 
natives wonder how the family can 
live there.

The romantic work of ascertaining 
the light which modern exploration 
can throw upon the Palestine of the

Augusta, Ga., of course has no legal 
claim on the estate. 
She accepted 
133,000 as full alimony when she ob­ 
tained a divorce 
from 
the former 
commodore in 
Orange 
county two 
y ears ago. 
But it was assumed by 
friends of the two that the y achts­ 
man would make such reparation as 
he could for his vicious attacks on 
the woman, and that part of his prop­ 
erty would go to her. 
Instead the 
bulk of the estate is left to Miss Grace 
Watt, her sister, and 110,000 goes to 
each of his nieces and nephews. Even 
the serr^ants were remembered.

tank w^as alway s well stocked, and 
an elaborate sy stem of pipes kept its 
supply of sea water constantly chang­ 
ing. 
It was aboard the America Chat 
many high Jinks were said to have 
taken place. 
Mrs. W att accused her 
husband of entertaining questionable 
woinen in the y acht, and even of hav­ 
ing compelled her to meet them. She 


said he practically banished her from 
the America when it was the only 
home they had for a while. 
Those 
allegations were made after W att he- 
began a suit for divorce, naming as 
co-respondent the Rev. Dr. George R. 
Van 
De Water, 
rector of St. An- 
dew’s Protestant Episcopal 
church in 
One Hundred 
and Twenty -fifth street, 
and Major William H. Truman, of the 
Old Guard. 
W att declined to give a 
bill of particulars to either co-respond­ 
ent, and subsequently withdrew his 
suit. 
Mrs. Watt, by obtaining a di­ 
vorce up the state, cleared her name 
of the charges her husband had made. 
Dr. Van De W ater’s parishioners 
and Major Truman's friends stood by 
them loy ally , and in January , 19 04, 
Justice Leventritt formally dismissed 
the y achtsman’s charges against the 
co-respondents. 
W att’s will was signed three day s 
before his death, w^hich occurred on 
June 19 .
